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MT.  PLEASANT — Coach  Arden  Ray's  Tigers  in  1960 
proved  at  least  two  things: 

1.  A team  with  desire  can  do  marvelous  things; 

2.  And,  practice  makes  perfect. 

The  Mt.  Pleasant  Tigers  let  their  offense  bog  down 
in  the  season  opener  this  year  against  Norwood  and  the 
following  week  got  in  the  way  of  the  Re  be  Is  of  Monroe 
who  socked  them  good,  62-13. 

From  that  date  — September  2nd — however,  the  Tigers 
took  a new  lease  on  life  and,  under  the  watchful  eye  of 
coaches  Ray  and  Morgan  Walker  put  desire  above  all  else. 

The  tide  changed.  How  it  changed. 

Except  for  a surprisingly-close  13-0  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  the  Concord  Spiders,  the  Mounts  ran  ramsack 
over  every  remaining  opponent  on  their  schedule. 

Especially  sweet  was  a 20-0  victory  over  the  Hartsell 
Bulldogs  who  the  previous  year  had  taken  the  measure  of 
the  Tigers  in  a sudden-death  Granite  Belt  Conference 
Playoff. 

In  a repeat  performance  in  a GBC  Playoff,  the  Tigers 
this  year  put  the  finishing  touches  on  a commendable 
season  by  rolling  over  Troy,  20-0.  In  regular  season  play, 
the  Mounts  had  beaten  Troy  by  27-12. 

Here,  briefly,  is  how  the  Mt.  Pleasant  Tigers  recov- 
ered from  those  two  opening  losses  to  develop  into  a team 
that  Coaches  Ray  and  Walker  commended,  and  that  scored 
223  points  to  the  opponents'  150  (62  of  them  in  that  dis- 
asterous  Monroe  game): 

NORWOOD  18,  MP  6 

Mt.  Pleasant  led  the  game  in  every  statistic,  but  the 
final  score,  leading  in  rushing,  151  to  72  yards;  passing, 
102  to  30  yards.  The  Tigers  moved  the  ball  well  but  the 
drives  bogged  down  inside  Norwood  territory.  Buddy 
McDonald,  Stancil  Baucom  and  Lockhardt  were  big  MP 
gainers. 

MONROE  62,  MP  13 

Monroe  jumped  into  an  early  13-0  lead  in  three  plays 
and  coasted  to  the  win  although  the  Mounts'  defense  did 
have  some  good  stands  and  McDonald,  Ronnie  Hahn 
sparked  a good  passing  offense. 

MP  27,  TROY  12 

As  Coach  Ray  said,  "We've  found  the  missing  link," 
and  riding  the  td-passing  of  Hahn  and  bulldozing  of 
Lockhardt,  the  Tigers  survived  a tight  first  half.  Eddie 
Fisher  also  got  in  on  the  td-tossing. 


MP  44,  ANSON  COUNTY  0 

Running  a full  head  of  steam,  the  Mounts  routed 
Anson  County  which  had  filled  an  open  date,  picking  280 
yards  rushing  and  another  82  yards  through  the  air.  Mount 
stars  were  numerous. 

MP  27,  CHARLOTTE  13 

The  Tigers  again  got  off  to  a slow  start  but,  with  the 
defense  k e e p i n g Charlotte  Catholic  runners  quiet,  the 
Mounts  ground  out  21  first  downs  with  285  yards  rushing 
and  another  52  over  land.
